Our forces .never num- 
bered more than 4,000 men, but 
we whipped more than 60,000 
federal troops to a _ standstill, 
fighting over a territory of some 
2,000 square miles, never losing 
until the capitalistic crowd from 
the United States took a hand.

Soon after this we learned 
that the United States had ordered 
troops after us, and 1 crossed the 
line and enlisted in the First New 
Mexican infantry, as a Villa spy, 
going into New Mexico with 
Pershing. 1 soon saw that the 
whole thing was figured out in the 
states with a two-fold purpose. 
The land owners in Mexico want- 
ed Villa run out, and war depart- 
ment officials wanted a larger 
standing army. Now, | do not 
charge that your officials delib- 
erately killed American soldiers 
at Columbus to gain their point, 
but I do say that certain rich men 
paid to have the raid called off, 
and that the war department was 
glad of an opportunity to raise 
the size of the army. While with 
the American troops who were 
chasing Villa, I was in constant 
communication with the men we 
were supposed to catch and all 
that Pershing accomplished was 
to train quite an army in this 
fashion. 

AIDED IN ESCAPE 
OF MANY PRISONERS. 

While in the New Mexican in. 
fantry, I aided many Mexican 
prisoners to escape, uSing them 
as spies to carry notes to Villa 
and by being where I was kept 
them from being captured. Real- 
izing the overwhelming odds with 
which they were faced Villa’s 
army Saw the uselessness of con- 
tinuing operations, and disbanded, 
scattering far and wide over 
Mexico. Once again the name of 
Lawrence Aber appeared upon the 
desertion rolls and | went to New 
York.
